l"(-lr."%'l;i:ll RECALLS MASSACRE
AT FT, PHIL KEARNEY.

John A, Foster, of this ecity, called
our attention Tuesday to the fact that
the Indlan massacre ot F't. Phll Kear-
ney occurred fortynine years ago that
day. Mr. Foster was a member of
C company, Second Battalion, Bigh-
teenth Infantry, that had been sent to
Montana, along with a troop of the
Second cavalry, In July, 1886, to con-
struct Fo, Phjl Kearneyl He had
charge of the men who were cutting
and hewlng the logs for the fort,
which wns situated i puitenu be-
tweon the Blg and Little Piney rivers.
In the logging gang there were forty-
one cutters and tenmsters, and at the
fort site were
were constructing
corrals,

During the aflternoon of Decembor
215t the men started in from the
woods, Intending to rest up a few days

before Christmas, taking with them
the wagon train. When nearing Lhe
fort—so-called oven though the bulld-

ings were not completed—they heard
firing In the valley of one of the riv-
ers, and presuming that the command
had Deen attacked by Indians—with
whom thoy had previously had several
skirmishes—they made @ll possible
haste to the fort to better arm them-
solves and go to the rellef of the com-
mend. By the tme the fort was
reached the firing had ceased, and at
the sume time severnl small bands of
Indians appeared and began an ot-
tnck on Foster and his men. The lat-
ter, howaver, wese well. protected by
the bulldings and corrals, and thoy
sncceeded in driving off the Indians
with the Joss of bul one man—this
man having stuck his hend above Lhe
enclosure recelved a ballet (n the fore-
head and fell dead.

When the Indians retired—and it
was afterwards learned that there
were 2,700 of them and all Sioux—Fos-
ter and his men went to the batile-
field and found all the eighty-one men
dead; not one had escaped the mas-
sacre. The men had been surrounded
In a couplee from which escape was
fmpossible. The bodies of the men
weare siripped of every shred of cloth-
ing, ench man was scalped and his
heart cut out, and the bodies otherwige
savagely  mutilated. The Indians
were armed with both guans and bows
and arrows, and some of the bodies be-
slde having several gun shot wounds
had & half a dozen arrows stleking in
them,

When Foster and his men reached
the battlefleld the rear guard of the
Inllans  carrving thelr dead and

wounded could be seen wending thelr
way up the valley,

In oither per coent of the

actunl cost of pumping and distribu-
ting the water.

In business theres are certain
overhead charges which go on whether
the volume of business large or
small and the same true of the
water works, BSteam must be kept np,
the pumps must be kept running every
minute of the 24 hours and everything
be in readiness to furnish water for
gither fire or domestic use at a mo-
ment's notice, Then there is algo the
expense of the water commissioner,
his office expenses, bookkeeper and
other assistants, which go on whether
LO00 or 1,000,000 gallons per day ls
pumped. The water must be kept In
the maing under pressure at all times
S0 that any time day or nsght any one
of the 1200 or more consumers may
draw water.

Relerring to an earlier portion of
this report It wag stated that 32 per
cont of our consumers pald an average
of $1.80 a year for water the past
year or an average of 456c per quarter

this rate would necessarily have to
be ralsed (o or d0e p‘:-r 1000
gallons wth corresponding raises in
the other rates. The first tendency of

this raise would bhe to cause consum-
ers Lo curtail stitl further in the use
of water both for domestic and lawn
iwervice than at present and the Water
Department in order to keep the water
fresh would have flush hydrants
and 2 inch pipes more frequently than
now causing an added expense to the
maintenance of the plant. Then in dry
yvenrs Increased rates would make the
cost  of sufficient water for lawn
sprinkling and gardens almost pro-
hibitive and place the big burden of the
revenue o nthe small consumer, On the
other hand with a service churge the
highest rate can be left at 15¢ and the
service charge will allow the use of
sufficient water for domestic purposes
and also a small lawn or garden’ at
i cost not exceading the gervice charge
of six dollars, for at 15¢ this pays for
44000 gallons of water during
the year and furnishes safficient rev-
enue to malnlain the plant during wet

cost of furnishing water {8 the great-
est and revenues are lightest while
increased rates are felt keenest in dry
years when consumption is largest,
the cost of furnishing water is least
and revenues are greatest

Wa ask that should our recommend-
ations be approved by you they be in-
corporated into an ordinance and in-
troduced at the next regular Council
meeting.
